The information disclosure statement filed 3/19/04 fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR L97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 
because the required certification statement under 37 CFR 1.97(e) has not been made in a manner in accordance with MPEP 609, 
Particularly, the new certification statement attempts to provide proper certification for the IDS of 12/3/03 which is contrary to the 
language of MPEP 609 which states "If an information disclosure statement does not comply with the requirements based on the time 
of filing of the IDS as discussed in subsection III.B above, Including the requirements for fees and/or statement under 37 CFR 1.97(e), 
the IDS will be placed in the application file, but none of the information will be considered by the examiner. Applicant may then file a 
new information disclosure statement or correct the deficiency in the previously filed IDS, but the date that the new IDS or correction is 
filed will be the date of the IDS for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing of the IDS (37 
CFR 1 . 97).". It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits.
